— Two days in advance 
of the opening of the Kentucky .tssociation's annual 
spring meeting, the historic old racing ground pre- 
sents a 8C«>ne of gr.«t activity. Racing Secretary 
*5lielley completed this afterntwn the distribution of 
Ija.lges to all save the late comers and he has 
everything in his .leimrtnient in readiness for the 
ojMMiiiig. Track sii|K>rinteiid('nt Ibeis has the grounds. 
<ourse and stand in the la^t imssible .■on.litioii. 
lie reports every available stall within the enclosure 
an.l near the grounds taken. Gene Klnal, the capable 
su|iervisor of the pari-mutuel machint^s and lietting 
ewlosure, has everything in his dc-partment ready 
to l>egin work as soon as tlie entries close tomorrow 
mtiriiiug for tlie first day's racing. 

The directors of the association at a special meet- 
ing today a.Iopted a resolution emlsidying a request 
to the Kentucky Stsite Racing Commission that the 
rule fortiiddiiig telepbom> or telegraph wires on th* 
ground be rescind<‘d. This request will be presimtej 
to the commission at its meeting Saturda.v moniing. 
SiiHTetary Garrett Wilson says he lielleves the com- 
mission will m.alify its ruling when it is made ap- 
liareut to its memlH‘rs that the taking of the win's 
from the grounds has proved a great inconvenience 
and annoyance to tlie newspapers and individuals, 
and has not {wevented tlie fioolrooms and hand- 
iMKiks in various parts of the country from getting 
the racing information.

CANADIANS LOOKING FORWARD TO AN EXCEPTIONALLY 
SUCCESSFUL RACING SEASON 



Toronto, Ont., April 25. — The spring days have 
licen here some little time according to the calendar, 
hut the men whose pursuit it is to prepare race- 
horses for their best efforts on May 18 are not con- 
vinced of tliat season.al fact. 'The winter’s record 
was a satisfactory one in most Canadian stables, 
as to health and: condition, but the late coming of 
the warm days that trainers need has caused some 
uneasiness. The ui<f, though, has striking optimism 
as one of its must delightfnl characteristics, and 
puting present worries behind them everybody an- 
ticipates that the year 1912 will produce the most 
gratifying season in the history of Canadian racing. 
Every prospect pleases and a note of expansion and 
high anticipation pervades everything. The patron- 
age extended b>" the recent occupant of tlie post of 
Governor-General of Canada is continued and empha- 
sized by the royal prince who now occupies the 
office in whicii Earl Gre.v did so mucii to endear him- 
self to the people of Canada. His Royal Highness, 
tbe Duke of Oonnanght. is a member of the Jockey 
Club in England and he shares the genuine Interest 
in the turf felt by his revered mother, to whom 
Ciinada owes what is now the oldest continnously run 
racing fixture on the American continent, whost* 
stud farm prodwod. some of the greate.st horses of 
recent times, and wlto regularly honored English 
racing with her attendance. 'Iliat interest was 
continued and increased by the active participation 
of King Eklward VII. and King Gewge V.. so that It 
is seemly and fitting that the dignity of the Viceroy 
sliould enhance and encourage the progress of the 
sport here. 

“Tbe decay of racing in the United States, where 
the politician has made a great industry ami re- 
creation subsrvient to his ephemeral feurtnnes,’’ 
Francis Nelson writes in the Toronto Globe, “is not 
likely to have its parallel in this country for many 
years. Not until the inflnence of the Wood that 
dominates Canada has eompletely disappeared will 
come the fulfillment of Whyte Melville’s prediction: 
For if once we efface the love of the ebase 
From the land and uproot the stud 
Tlien good-bye to the Anglo-Saxon race 
And farewell to the Norman blood. 

“It is interesting to find,” he continues, “tin- 
ojiin’on held b.v an Oregon cwi-cipondi-ni of The 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Record that this is really 
the key to the situation and that whet has come to 
pass in regard to racing followed naturally from the 
change in the ciiiapcsltion of the American 
Here is what the correspondent referred to. says: 
‘The Anglo-Saxon race said goial-bye and the Nor- 
man blood hid farewell to the Ignited .States man.v 
year ago. Within the last eighty or ninety years 
there has been such an enormous influx into this 
country of peoiile from the continent of Europe, 
that the Anglo-Saxon race has become so completely 
swamiHHl and sulimcrged and that race is in sueli 
a hopeless minority now— that if cannot possibly 
exert the slightest iiiflneiieo upon the American people 
an.v more. Of the one liundrcd million people now in 
tills country, as to at least eight.v minions of tliem 
the following remark is perfectly tme, namely: 
That not one of them can trace to a single ancestor 
who was in this country at the time of the war of 
1S12, to say nothing of the war of 1770. Hence 
niy remark tliat no two races of people on this 
•earth differ more widely from each other in every 
respect tlian tlie English' and .\merican races. I care 
not one jot or title on which side lies the superiority; 
that interests me not at all.’ 

"While the students among our neighbors trace 
the causes of a movement without a parallel — no 
other civilized country jirohibits hotting on race 
courses — it is our part to so cultivate our better 
fortune to the end that it may continue and grow 
stronger and more de.serving eacli year. 

“The feeling of confidence has concrete expression 
in the establishment of a magnificent new course 
at Ottawa, and in the extensions and iinprovciiients 
elsewhere. Coiispieuous among tliese latter race- 
goers at Hamilton and Windsor will this year find 
elaliorate provision for their comfort and conveni- 
ence. Toronto readers are particularly interested 
ill the improvements at tlie former place. They will 
find this year a w*w stand, 225 feet long and eighty 
feet deep, of tlioroughly fire-proof construction, 
roomy, air.v and handsome, a treat to the eye and a 
comfort to ocinipy. Everything is on a generous 
scale, and nothing Is being overlooked tliat can add 
to the enjoyment of tlie club’s patrons. new 
entrance from the railway, a covered driveway at 
the rear of the stand, dining rooms, retiring rooms 
and otlier features testify to the careful Interest 
with which the whole plan has been made. The 
handsome clubhouse, with broad verandas and bal- 
eonies will snrel.v Incn*ase tlie meinlx'rslup in pro- 
portion to its uialenlable attractiveness.’’^ 

St. Bass, the winner of last year s King s Plate 
will have more company than last sjirlng when he 
comes in from Oakville tomorrow to take up quar- 
ters at Woodbine. Seven horses comprise the lot 
that the Cedar Grove Farm sends in this spring. Of 
the new ones the two-year-olds Hearts of Oak. 
Venus Urania and Oudrameda will attract must 



attention. They would command rcsiiect anywhere, 
for III no country are'tq be found three more mag- 
nificently-developed specimens of the young thor- 
oughbred. Hearts of Oak is a half-brother to Wire 
In aud War Whoop, being a son of the Greenback 
marc. Lady Lightfoot II., a veritable gold mine 
for her owner. His sire, Bassetlaw. is a vastly 
better-bred and more successful stallion than Wick- 
ham, which begot the two colts that first brought 
Cedar Grove Farm into prominence. Hearts of 
Oak stands over sixteen hands high and girths some 
seventy-three inches. Venus Urania and 'Ondrameila 
are as fine fillies as lie is a colt, and the whole 
string are in such beautiful condition as to testify 
to the close and incessant care liestowi'd on them 
throiigliunt the winter. The horses are in charge 
of Harry Giddings. the younger, and are as follows:

St. Bass is the picture horse he was last spring, 
when Mr. Giddings refusi-d to consider an offer of 
$0,0o0 for him. That this decision was a wise 
one was_ demuiistratcsl when Mr. Giddings achieved 
the ambition of every Canadian owner to win the 
King’s Plate with a horse of his own breeding, 
and with the additional satisfaction that the skill 
of ills son prepared St. Bass for a record-breaking 
race. Though he did not run after midsummer, St. 
Bass won $0,890, and is still Mr. Giddings’ propert.v. 

The gift by their royal highnesses, tlie Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, was not long in producing 
results. Tin- purehase of Plate Glass liy Robert 
Davies of Tliorneliffe was inspired by the aim to 
be the first to win the Coiuianght Oiip, and other 
owners are also in the field for similar material. 
The slashing black gelding which Mr. Davies has 
bought becomes a favorite with every one who sees 
him ill action. He never asks to be placed, but 
goes out to make tbe iiac-e. aud it is a good horse 
that can live with him. Plate Glass runs fast and 
far, and is almost indifferent to weight. Last year 
for Mr. Randolph he won fifteen races worth over 
thirteen thousand dollars. 

At Windsor the improvements are on an extensive 
scale. "We will have the largest and finest grand- 
stand in Canada when the work Is compleU*<l,” said 
President IlendTie. The new structure is well under 
way, the frame being up and the roof on. It is of 
stet'l construction, on a cement aud brick foundation, 
the brickwork ticing carried up to form the first 
story. Within the space of its 340 feet of Icngtii 
and seventy feet of depth there will he ample room 
for new offices, dining rooms, lavatories and all the 
accommodations required for tbe conyfort of great 
crowds. Pour thousand patent folding chairs will 
comprise tlie seating, and two galleries run the full 
length of the stand, above and below, with a pro- 
jecting balcony in the rear. The pavilion for the use 
of the pari-mutuel system next year will be located 
at the back of the northern end, and will be a 
building 120 feet long. 

Tbe new stand oi-cupies all the space from the 
bleachers beyond where the old ring was to the 
end of the old stand, and is so much deciier than the 
old one that it was necessary to move the back 
fence, and take in new ground for tbe entrance o* 
carriages and motors. 

The only lairses training at Windsor this spring 
arc those of Ed. Glassco, which have been confiiusl 
to work on the pleasant sandy roads down the river. 
His two Platers. I’rlnce Polo and Joe Gaiety, arc 
doing well, and tbe latter is shaping like a useful 
rac«*r, as his mother was, though she showed no 
liking for a journey as long tlie Plate distance. 
The other fellow is hy Makiihiiid. a highly-bred Han- 
over hoi-se. owned bi* the late Sol. White. Princ-e 
Polo was once sia-ond and twice third in his fonr 
starts last year. Jw Claicty al.so ran fiair times, 
but in suiiorlor company, aud was unplaced each 
time. 

George M. Hendrle has eiglit horses In training, 
all twieyear-olds, seven at laHiisvillo. ami the other 
at Hamilton with B. Whyte, this lieiiig the only 
home-bred. The lot at lioulsville are in charge of 
John Walters. They were mostly bred at W O 
Parmer’s Edenwold Farm in Tennessee, and wintereii 
at Gallatin in that state.

— Well balanced fields fur- 
nished keen contention at the Jamestown Jockey 
Club’s course this afternoon. A majority of the 
winners scorwl by small margins and few of them 
had anything in reserve at the finish. The card was 
made up of seven races tliat iueiuded a consolation 
handicap for horses that liave not won at the me«*t- 
ing. and an owners’ coiisolatiou selling race, for 
horses the pniperty of owners who had not won a 
race this yi*ar. Kormak proved the b«‘st in tlie 
handicap. He was a well backed favorite and, after 
overcoming early interference, won easily by a 
couple of lengths from Suia-rslition, the top we'ight 
of the race. Kormak ran his mile in 1:40%, which 
marked a gootl performance. 

There were as many good things in the owne-'s’ 
consolation race as there usually arc in races for 
maidens. Grecian Bend was backed from /40 to 1 
to 5 to 1, and but for a bit of bail luck in tbe early 
running would bare rewarded her hackers hand- 
somely. As it was, !fhe came from lasi piui.,. ..t 
periwl of the rnuniiig, to be b«‘aten only half .a 
length and a head. The winner turned up in Riibla 
Granda. also well backed by a select few. Th»i f:ict 
that her connections paid $110 in forfeits for wliic’u 
she was in arrears in onler to start the mare was 
known to a few and they profited handsomely. 

Speculation was keen and sixteen layers were in 
line. 

Tbe colors of the Canadian owner, W. G. King- 
Doihls, were conspicuous during the afternoon. 
Tliey were carried to victory in the tliird race by 
Camellia, wiiile I^ord Elam bent a band of shifty 
platers in Hie rioslng dash. T}ie latter was ridden 
by Butwoll, who gave his mount a rousing finish.

Le d’Ur did not run at all last year, 
and was sent back to the farm about mid-summer, 
so that lie Is quite a dark horse, and all tbe worse 
prospect as a Plater because of his backward condi- 
tion. He is a rugged sort of colt and, like his sire, 
might stand a hurried preparation better than most 
horses. On both sides be is bred to stay the Plate 
distance, and in a j’ear when nothing stands out 
decidi-dly he may be counted among tbe runners. 

Pekisko ran four times as a two-year-old, and did 
not make an impression, but Itockspriug demon- 
strated tbe possession of bigb speed and gameness 
in bis races. In fact, but for falling one day at 
Windsor, it is not at all likely be would he among 
the Plate eligibles this year. He has more racing 
experience than anj’ other Plater, as he ran ten 
times, two seconds being tbe only occasions when 
be was in the money. As noted, be fell once when 
lie looked like a certain winner, and one day at 
Windsor he lost another apparently easy chance when 
lie was pulled np at the start because Jockey Foden 
fearcsl a Jam. Unfortunately, though, the best 
Plate prosiicct of the stable has developed a lamc- 
1M‘S8 that has put him out of training for tbe pres- 
ent.

IK-rformanee for a Plate horse. Tlie big, growthy 
siMi of Lyddite was nearer his best in the fall, and 
won the Stanley Stakes, earning nearly three thous- 
and dollars in all before tbe close of the season. 
Like White Caps, another winner last year, he 
will find seopL- in tbe Canadian-bred races, which 
will lie more numerous than in other seasons. 

'rhis year the flying Itenham will undergo the 
unusual experience of a preparation for the Wood- 
bine spring im-etlng. It has been the custom to go 
slowly with him. and in otlier seasons be has not 
been seen out liefore Hamilton or Fort Elrie. Fot 
all tliat he bi-gan late, be won six of bis eight 
starts last year, and was second In another, bis 
total eaniicgs lieiug $4.<i25. a fair return from a 
Imrse so difficult to keep in training. The feature 
of his season was his Durham Cup victory, at a 
mile and tliree-quarters. Commola was a long time 

f ettlng out of tbe maiden class, but she contributed 
1.21<» to the Valley Farm list of winnings last 
season. Tbe Hamilton track is so good that train- 
ing there will be continued till abont tbe first of 
May before a move is made to Toronto.
